T he old system of fixing the price 
w as a kind of gentlem an’s agreem ent. 
In Septem ber of each year represen­ 
tatives of the various w alnut grow­ 
e rs ’ associations of Southern Califor­ 
nia, about tw enty in num ber, gather­ 
ed In this city and discussed the m ar­ 
k et situation and the probable im­ 
portation of w alnuts and m ade esti­

HIGHER STANDARDS FOR 
LEGAL PROFESSION 


Judge E. W. Hinton’s statem ent be 
fore a legal club at the University of 
Missouri, that the higher efficiency 
and better standards of the legal pro­ 
fession is one of the chief factors in 
the reform of criminal procedure is 
an element in the problem that is fre 
quently overlooked. 
After all it *is 
the men who run the system, what 
ever it is, that determine its success 
or failure. 
The recent 
advance 
in 
standards of admission made by lead­ 
ing law schools, of which 
Missouri 
University is one, is a step toward the 
solution of court procedure problems. 
The theories of today, inculcated in 
students at the universities, become 
the practice of tomorrow. 
The rise 
in general information has forced the 
lawyer, the doctor, the preacher, the 
editor, and all professional men, onto 
higher ground. 
It takes more 
and 
better training to be a leader than it 
did formerly. 
"The general theory in many of the 
states," said Judge Hinton, “seems to 
have been that judges were likely to 
prove dangerous and that their hands 
should be tied. To this end the judge 
was not allowed to orally charge the 
jury after the concluding arguments 
of counsel, and was shorn of much of 
his power. 
The result is to 
place 
more power in the hands of the Jury, 
without the salutary balance of pow­ 
er in the hands of the judge 
which 
had always marked the system when 
it was operated at its best. The chief 
difference 
between 
American 
and 
English criminal procedure is 
that 
the judge has more power in England 
than he has 
here. 
English 
judges 
have more discretionary powers than 
have our trial judges. 
“Not only are they more 
powerful, 
but they are paid salaries that attract 
more capable men. For instance, tho 
Crippen murder trial, cited frequently 
as an instance of the rapidity of Eng­ 
lish court procedure, was tried before 
the chief justice of England himself, 
a man paid fifteen times the salary 
of the circuit judges in Missouri,” 
Judge Hinton urged better stand­ 
ards of efficiency for 
lawyers, 
and 
said that where there is a learned bar 
the court gives more satisfactory re­ 
sults, and that with a low standard of 
training for (lie legal profession tile 
results, no matter what system was 
used, would be unsatisfactory. 
“Our system is not perfect,” he said, 
“but no m atter what the system, one 
of the chief factors in good results- 
from the courts is a highly 
trained 
and efficient bar.”

Indeed, it is almost im­ 
possible to get an intelligent concen­ 
sus of opinion as to the chief causes. 
Certain conditions are 
known 
to 
contribute to the elevation of the cost 
of living. 
For instance, it is known, 
here in the United States, that the in­ 
crease in production of agricultural 
staples does not keep pace with the 
increase of population. 
The logical 
result, of course, is higher prices for 
foodstuffs. 
But anni lier and even more porten­ 
tous causative condition 
exists 
for 
forcing skyward the prices of necessi­ 
ties. 
The existence of great corpora­ 
tions, combines and pools, which have 
tile power to manipulate visible sup­ 
plies of foodstuffs and of 
manufac­ 
tured articles and to sell or withhold 
from the market as suits their money­ 
making will, is a tremendous factor 
in boosting Hie cost of living and keep­ 
ing it suspended between heaven and 
earth. 
If the law of supply and de­ 
mand were left to its natural normal 
operations, it would suffice to amelior­ 
ate conditions. 
But corporations and 
capitalists take the supply end of the 
law and manipulate it in such a way 
as to stimulate the demand end to 
their pecuniary advantage, lf wheat is 
low, they will hold vast quantities un­ 
til the temporary shortage, caused by 
their withholding, forces 
prices 
up. 
Then they unload. And the “ultimate 
consumer” must pay the 
profits 
of 
speculative gamblers.
